The whole idea of this leadership

Ontario. 

Well, excuse me for 
being a Western rube. 
Ontario? Moderate? 
Have you been there? 

Most of the media 
touting Tom Long as the 
voice of moderation in 
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Humble western thoughts 


Where did this idea come from that 
Ontarians are more sophisticated than 
Westerners at selecting their elected 
officials? 

Sure, western Canada has produced 
plenty of nutbars, like the back-of-the-store 
Reformers and the old Tory warhorses who 
were dug up in the area around Drumheller. 
But history will show that Ontario has 
produced far beyond its quota of rubes, 
hicks, rednecks and right-wing loonies. 
Many of them have been elected to 
Parliament.

In any case, now that the Reform party is 
gone, gays and lesbians will forget what once 
passed for policies. Now that the Alliance has 
gone through its cathartic little exercise in, ahem, 
democracy, we can rest assured that the stink of 
its former policies has been expunged and the 
Alliance represents the guiding Canadian 
principles of goodness and moderation.

A perfect role in business 


by David Crosson 

Mention the name Stuart Aikins in 
Vancouver showbiz circles and the invariable 
response will be “the Stuart Aikins?!”” Over 
the years, Aikins has carved a solid niche for 
himself in the world of casting for film and 
television, earning a reputation for a keen eye 
and a sympathetic disposition. On this side of 
the Rockies, Aikins wears another hat—a 
cowboy hat, to be specific—as a trustee for 
the Alberta Rockies Gay Rodeo Association. 
His efforts have resulted in such high-profile 
performers as Julian Austin and (for 2000) 
Farmer’s Daughter gracing the stage of the 
Friday night kick-off party. Outlooks caught 
up with Aikins to discuss his side of the 
entertainment industry, from his side of the 
mountains. 

Outlooks: Have you always wanted to 
be a casting agent or did you start out in the 
performance side of the business and cross 
over? 

Aikins: | started off being trained at the 
University of Calgary as a dramaturge—the 
guy who tells the director what the play is all 
about—then I went to Philadelphia and did a 
master’s in directing. When I came back to 
Canada I worked for CBC in the fledgling 
years of TV drama and that’s when I started to 
do casting, because I had to work with the 
actors. I helped develop a program for 
training directors in television from the 
dramatic side, as opposed to the technical 
side. JI wanted to develop as a producer 
originally, but they weren’t going to develop 
creative people—they wanted to develop 
financial people—and so another casting 
director, Claire Walker, and I left in the mid- 
70s and created a company called Creative 
Casting Associates. It was one of the first big 
companies to do casting for features—some 
of our first features were Lost And Found and 
Equus, so it goes back a long way. I was in 
Toronto for seventeen years and then I moved 
to Vancouver when Toronto was going to 
‘die’ for a while. I moved here in ‘89. 

Outlooks: Could you outline a bit of the 
process that your work entails? 

Aikins: Well, the producer comes to me 
with a script and, if I decide that I’m going to 
do it, then I begin to research the project and 
open it up to the acting community through 
agents. Then I begin to pre-screen the actors 
that I don’t know or who might be ‘different,’ 
and present the director with a choice of actors 
for the part. We ‘read’ them, we finally come 
to a decision as to who’s playing what, I 
negotiate those roles and then they start to 
shoot. 

Outlooks: What is the greatest joy for 
you, working in this business? 

Aikins: I think the greatest joy is 
twofold: the first is finding an absolutely 
brand-new, brilliantly talented person and 
giving them the role that will help launch 
them, and the second is working with a 
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brilliant director. There’s aE ae joy in 
that because they allow you an immense 


amount of creative freedom. I mean, 
everyone thinks that because it’s words on a 
page that it’s “locked”, and good directors 
give you the kind of freedom to explore and 
expand the envelope as much as you can, 
because it’s a growth process. They don’t 
make their minds up until they have all the 
pieces together and sometimes changing the 
sex of a character or the age of a character or 
the colour of a character, or the approach to a 
character can add a dimension that nobody 
thought of before. 

Outlooks: What, then, are some of the 
drawbacks to the work? 

Aikins: The biggest drawback is that, as 
creative as a director might be, the project has 
limitations based on _ studio desires, 
distribution desires—those kinds of things 
that have nothing to do with talent. Also, just 
the eccentricities of making movies now—it’s 
so much more expensive. We were making 
movies that were big at five million and I just 
finished Mission To Mars which was about 
$130 million. Those actors that you could get 
for $400,000 are now twenty million, so I’d 
say money is the most difficult thing. 
Sometimes the most difficult thing for me is 
taking bad material and having to make it 
good. 

Outlooks: Do you think that, as a gay 
man, you may have a keener sense of image 
and how people are perceived by the larger 
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population when it comes to recognizing 
actors for characters? 

Aikins: | think as a gay individual—male 
or female—I come to the process with a much 
broader sense of what’s possible or not 
possible. I’m not gender-locked by anything, 
I’m more open to the obscure and the off-the- 
wall because I come from a background 
where, let’s face it, we can be more 
outrageous. I think that being out as a casting 
director allows me to be more open as well, 
I’m not trying to maintain an image of one 
thing and living another. It just means that I 
can look at a part and say “I think this should 
be someone who’s gay” or maybe I'll see 
someone who’s gay but isn’t going to ‘read’ 
gay who’s going to bring something to it. I’ve 
done some pretty outrageous things in my life, 
like sex-changes playing female roles when 
no one knew they were a sex-change, because 
I wanted something to be just simply “off” 
about that person. And it allows me to do that. 
| also think that if you’re a gay individual and 
you’ve come out, you’ve had to go through a 
process of trial by fire, and I think it makes 
you more aware of the kind of pain and angst 
and idiocy that’s involved with being an actor. 
To wake up every moming and know that you 
have to sell yourself and the only thing that 
you have is what’s staring back at you from 
the mirror. And when you’re gay you’re 
constantly having to re-think who and what 
you are and I think it just gives you a better 
sense of where you’re coming from. 

Outlooks: You’ve brought some great 
talent to the ARGRA rodeos—Julian Austin 
last year, Farmer’s Daughter this—do you 
think that there’s a greater level of acceptance 
now in the entertainment industry when it 
comes to gays and lesbian or has it always 
been quite liberal? 

Aikins: To be perfectly honest, I think 
that it’s certainly more tolerant than it has 
been because more parts are being written for 
gays. Mind you, with series like Queer As 
Folk, there’s a case in point where all the 
people playing the parts in the BBC version 
are straight, so it’s not a matter of parts going 
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to gay actors. I think it’s certainly expressing 
an awareness of a whole other world of things 
to an audience. But I honestly believe that it’s 
taken twenty-five years for a Kevin Spacey to 
exist, someone we all think or assume is gay 
but it’s never voiced because he doesn’t want 
to lose the audience. We have people like 
Rupert Everett, but Rupert’s never going to be 
a major cross-over actor because of that. 
There is more awareness but I don’t think 
there’s necessarily as much tolerance as there 
should be. In the music world—in the 
country and western world particularly—it’s 
certainly less tolerant. I mean, Julian Austin 
said “A lot of my friends said to me ‘so, 
you’re going to be playing at a gay rodeo’ and 
I said ‘yeah, it’s going to be great’ and they 
were like ‘yeah, right!’”. But he was so 
overwhelmed by the fan support that it went 
beyond that. And Farmer’s Daughter wanted 
to do it the first year we offered it to them but 
we couldn’t work out dates. They literally 
took fifteen minutes to say yes. As Julian 
Austin says, “a fan is a fan—I don’t care what 
he’s wearing or what he does: if he likes the 
music and buys the records then he’s 
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somebody that I want to sing to.” And that’s 
pretty much right across the board. 

Outlooks: What advice would you give 
to someone wanting a career in the 
entertainment industry? 

Aikins: | think that the best advice I can 
give is that they have to understand that just 
because they see people seemingly come from 
nowhere with no experience and make it big 
in films, that that’s not really the way it works. 
A lot of those same people you won’t hear of 
in five years. You have to study. You have to 
train. It’s not something that’s just innate. 
You have to work really hard and be 
incredibly self-disciplined. You have to take 
classes—dance classes, voice classes—be 
physical, work your craft. The people who 
are driven and self-disciplined see it as 
something that has longevity. 

Outlooks: Would you give any different 
advice to gays and lesbians starting out in the 
same field? 

Aikins: My feeling is that people should 
go out there and be who they are. Because 
there will be a niche, there’ ll be a place—and 
the sooner that they become “whole” 
individuals, the more their work will become 
important. There’s always a horrible problem 
and that is all too often the most tortured and 
neurotic are the most interesting in a part, 
because they’re exposing parts of themselves 
that no one else can. And I would never 
suggest that someone be more neurotic or 
f***ed up to get a part, but I do think that if 
someone is working with discrimination or 
self-loathing because they’re gay, it’s going to 


be worse if they’re an actor. You have to deal 
with so many negative reactions and 
discrimination anyway: we don’t like you 
because your hair is dark, we don’t like you 
because you’re too short, we don’t like your 
voice... That happens on a regular basis in the 
acting community and you have to rise above 
it. To have that, as well as caring about “we 
don’t like you because you’re gay or lesbian 
or transsexual” is even worse. I think that the 
sooner they come out in the way they’re 
working and get it out of their system, the 
better off they'll be, because things change. I 
mean, there are lots of times that you see 
people who are sixteen and out and flaming 
and you go “Well, there’s not a Jot I can do 
with that”...But there are some things. And 
then four years later they’ve calmed down and 
gotten over that and come out the other side a 
better person for it. 

Outlooks: Tell me about your 
involvement as an ARGRA trustee. 

Aikins: I’m very proud and vocal about 
it as a casting director, with all the straight 
directors and producers; they just love the fact 
that I’m involved with the rodeo, they think 
it’s so cool because | guess it’s a bit “straight” 
for them and they think it’s something 
different. And I do it because I am absolutely 
nobody in that milieu—there’s nobody who 
knows me for who I am on this side of the 
table. I’m totally anonymous, I’m Stuart 
Aikins who’s a trustee for the Alberta Rockies 
Gay Rodeo Association, I’m not Stuart Aikins 
the casting director so nobody’s sucking up to 
me or treating me like I’m anybody other than 
who I am. And that’s refreshing.

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John Hoyt: creative combustion 
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by David Crosson 

Painter John Hoyt is a perfect example 
for the argument that one doesn’t have to 
reside in the eye of the art storm to produce 
compelling and forward-thinking work. 
Based in Lacombe, located in Alberta’s rural 
heartland, Hoyt draws on diverse elements to 
create art that evokes dreams in some and 
nightmares in others (the latter generally 
existing ‘right’ of centre on the political 
scale). Outlooks spoke with Hoyt recently 
about his work and the influences that play a 
part in it. 

Outlooks: You cite as some of your 
influences Hebrew scriptures, mythology and 
Jungian philosophy; are these things that 
provide inspiration only to you or do you try 


to impart a sense of these elements in the 
viewer? 

Hoyt: I don’t know that I my to do 
anything; I sometimes use the analogy that 
my childhood education in a really 
conservative religious background has sort of 
provided fuel; I’m sort of ‘burning’ now, ina 
way. I wouldn’t go quite so far as to say 
‘anger’, but there is that sense of... well, all 
the imagery from evangelistic meetings— 


beasts and Hellfire and the whole thing—it’s- 


fuel now that burns. 

Outlooks: You 
were raised Seventh 
Day Adventist—has 
that background 
helped or hindered the 
progress of your art? 

Hoyt: You gofg 
through your life and F 
you think “Boy, if only § 
I hadn’t spent six years 
in Africa”—which I 9 
did—or “If only If 
hadn’t done this or 
this... or been raised as 
a Marxist,” or some [gaa 
such thing. But it’s } 
there, it’s fuel, it’s E 
energy. And where F 
would my work be 
without all that? It’s 
just me, you can’t second-guess all that 
really—it’s just you. 

Outlooks: In one of your statements you 
speak of the artist in modern times as an 
individual who works in isolation. Do you 
find that living in Lacombe has given you a 
degree of solitude that allows your work to 
flourish, more so than being in a more urban 
environment and in contact with the “art 
scene”? 

Hoyt: That’s hard to say. There are 
certainly times when you miss _ that

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communication and interaction with other 
artists. And yet I’ve never really had it that 
much. Again, the African thing, that was way 
too much the other way, there was no 
appreciation at all. Now, compared to that I 
find a good balance—now what would it be 
like to live in Chicago or New York? It could 
be good, but I’ve never done it so I don’t 
know. But here you can drive [into a city] 
and not feel so isolated. 

Outlooks: Your work has been greeted 
with some controversy at times; as an artist 

do you find this 
| daunting or does it 
affirm that you are 
e 4 connecting with 
£4 people’s emotions? 

Hoyt: I think it’s 
basically good—it’s 
way better than no 
response at all. For 
example, the negative 
stuff in Alberta 
Report—I want to say 
to people “Since when 
are they some sort of 
arts journal?” I really 
hadn’t been painting 
for very long when we 
went to Africa, and 
Joy again we were sort of 
~ on a mission 
compound there. Some people were sort of 
interested in what I was doing and other 
people thought “Oh, he’s an artist, he can 
paint us a sign!” As much as anything it’s 
been more indifference, so the controversy— 
or any sort of response—has been way better 
than indifference. 

Outlooks: Much of your work has a 
dreamlike quality to it—do you derive things 
from the dream state like the Surrealists or is 
your work something separate from that? 

Hoyt: I don’t think I literally get things 
from dreams so much, although I find that if 
I take a nap in the afternoon I drift into this 
sort of space where I see images. I think

that’s the same place that the paintings come 
from. It’s not so much that I have a dream 
and write it down and then do a painting. 
There must be some word for it, whether it’s 
some alpha state or wavelength you go into. 
It's sort of a mythological space that the 
material comes from. 

Outlooks: Any new projects on the 
horizon right now? 

Hoyt: Well, I’m painting a lot and it’s 
sort of similar imagery. You know, a friend of 
mine in Victoria was just saying that his 
girlfriend is a “cynical romantic” and that’s 
exactly how I think of myself. Cynical— 
wary of the people who come knocking on 
your door with Bibles or leaflets of any kind, 
people who have something to sell and, on 
the other hand, romantic—I really relate to 
some of the Pre-Raphaelites. It’s the 
combination of Eros--the love imagery--and 
the death imagery and then that sacred sort of 
space: the Eros and the Theos, the religious 
imagery. Somehow I relate to those things. 
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IMPURE in the capital 
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by Norm Sacuta 

Clay Stam isn’t one to do things in an understated 
fashion. The Edmonton artist and entrepreneur, perhaps the 
most successful and prolific art show organizer and promoter 
in the city’s history, has been on the run for most of the month 
of June letting everyone know what’s about to hit the foyers 
and walkways of the Citadel Theatre July 28th. And if this 
city pays its usual nervous attention, the way it often does to 
art slightly outside a middle-class sense of taste, things may 
never again be the same in the palace that Joe Shoctor built. 

IMPURE: A One Night Stand is Clay Stam’s latest-—and 
perhaps greatest—foray into the often conflicted and 
conflicting realms of art and sex. Dubbed an exhibit that takes 
on “the shared theme of sexually explicit art made publicly 
acceptable”, everything about the show seems packed with 
contradiction and tension, eroticism and style, subversion and 


Sex “made publicly acceptable” in Alberta? That Stam 
has chosen the Citadel Theatre as his venue is, perhaps, a 
reflection of his confidence that sex can become precisely that 
in the most conservative of provinces. 

“T was approached about a year-and-a-half ago by three 
or four artists from Vancouver and Calgary,” Stam says over 
coffee at Café La Gare, a hangout in Old Strathcona that 
regularly displays artists’ works of his choosing. “They 
wanted to take the theme of sexually explicit material and turn 
it into publicly acceptable art. The show has ended up being 
over 200 pieces from ten different western Canadian artists, in 
every conceivable media.” 

Like Swank and Spunk, the exhibit and funk happening 
that took over Vicious Pink nightclub back in the summer of 
1999, IMPURE combines art with live music and food. An 
R&B band called Syndicate has been hired for the evening, 
and food will be provided by Donna, the restaurant in the 
Citadel itself, which offers some of the city’s more interesting 
cuisine. The cost of entry to the show, however ($9 advance, 
$11 at the door), is for the band and DJ Baby J Roc. Stam is 
also planning to use much of the proceeds from the event to 
save the Phillips Building—an aging five-storey downtown 
Edmonton structure packed with struggling artists—from 
demolition. With this fundraising goal in mind, Stam is 
covering the cost of the food himself. 

“We've had overwhelming support for the show 
already—over 300 tickets have been sold and it’s not even 
July—and we’ ve got three corporate sponsors as well.” 

Only one of those sponsors, Strathcona Digital Camera, 
is willing to be identified, an indication, perhaps, that some 
trouble is anticipated. 

The artists included in the show run the gamut, and 
geography, of western Canadian art. Sculptors Kate Pallsson 
(Calgary) and Delayne Corbett (Edmonton) provide the 
exhibit with its clay and stonework, respectively. Painters are 
also included (Vancouver’s Dale Nigel Goble and 
Edmonton’s Terry Daly), as well as photographers, print- 
makers and artists working in mixed media (Saskatoon’s Lara 
Herr, Calgary’s Damien Manchuk). Of particular interest for 
many gay men in Edmonton—given their predilection for 
dark places—will be the work of Marlena Wyman who, 
according to the press release, is combining “kaleidoscope 
and shadow box collages for your ‘peepshow’ fetishes”. 

“The artists were chosen by me because I’ve worked 
with them in the past,” Stam explains. “They’re very good, 
but they’re also very good self-promoters, which is 
important.” 

Stam, too, is represented in the exhibit, and his work may 
well be the most provocative, yet aesthetically appealing, of 
all. In IMPURE’s press release, Stam slyly thanks over 375 
Edmontonians “who volunteered their support and ‘private 
parts’ to assist these artists towards the completion of their 
creations.” 

What’s he referring to, exactly? 

“Over the past year I took photographs of both men and 
women in the Edmonton area,” Stam explains. “Over 380 
people volunteered to have their genitalia photographed in 
various stages of arousal and excitement. They’re all used 
anonymously. Orifices, openings, everything you can 
imagine.” 

Stam’s idea was to use the most explicit pornographic 
photography ( “nasty” as he calls it ) and then turn those 
images into small tiles that could be used to create entirely 
new themes and expressions through their use in totally new 
contexts, images and mosaics. One of those mosaics,

The show runs for the night of July 28th only—a sort of 
hit-and-run event that won’t be around long enough to bring 
the Canadian Alliance knocking. Four of the pieces on 
display have already been pre-sold, and the best of the show 
is likely to disappear quickly. Meanwhile, Stam is already 
looking forward to new events on the Edmonton art scene. 

“T was putting on, I’d say, one show a week over the past 
year,” he says, “but IMPURE, this one is for me. I wanted it.” 

Wants are good. Desire is good. May Stam’s appetite 
continue to bring benefits to the Alberta art scene.

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A proponent of queer culture

Vanilla is a deceptive flavour. 

Growing up, vanilla was what I 
repeatedly passed to get to chocolate and 
strawberry. Now, as an adult, vanilla is 
often my first choice. It’s more 
sophisticated and rich and complex than | 
remember. Maybe vanilla is wasted on the 
young. 

Candas Jane Dorsey is a writer, editor, 
teacher and publisher, internationally 
known as a writer of speculative fiction, a 
categorization she isn’t fully comfortable 
with. “Genre categories and gender 
categories are both fallacies I don’t 
subscribe to,” she says. Vanilla and other 
stories is the title of her newest release, a 
volume containing twenty-five years of 
short stories, published by NeWest Press. 

Why Vanilla? Describing some of the 
short stories as ‘prairie realism’, she 
laughs, “It’s the most vanilla book I will 
ever write.” 

Even though the stories in Vanilla span 
her writing career, readers shouldn’t expect 
a chronology. ‘“There’s no sense looking 
back and judging older stories against my 
newer work” Dorsey says. “All of it is the 
best I could write at the time I wrote it.” 
The stories, written between 1973 and 
1998, are not identified by date, although a 
quick glance at the acknowledgement page 
shows where some of the material 
originated, including “Hammond Organ To 
The Stars”, originally performed at the 
Loud n’ Queer Cabaret in 1997. 

“IT was already working on the 
question of the accuracy of how we 
perceive ourselves. So there’s an 
unintentional theme in Vanilla: questions 
about relationships; questions about 
integrity, honesty and intensity in 
relationships; doing what is right and just, 
not just what is proper and expected.” 

Dorsey has worked hard to encourage 
a wider view of speculative fiction. 

“On the gender level, some of the most 
cutting edge literature is being marketed as 
speculative fiction. In reality, all fiction is 
speculative, because none of it happened” 
she stresses. “It’s all the creation of 
allegory; an allegory of real life. We learn 
an emotional repertoire from experiencing 
these allegories.”

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Gena and its  mutations/ 
manifestations/ implications, has been a 
theme for Dorsey throughout her writing 
career. In 1988, her collection of 
speculative fiction short stories, Machine 
Sex and other stories, was published, and 
the first story in the book, “Sleeping In A 
Box” was the winner of the Canadian 
Science Fiction and Fantasy Award for 
Best Short-Form Work in English. Her 
first novel, Black Wine, was an ambitious, 
feminist novel about women coming to 
terms with their identity in a barbarous 
fantasy world. Published by Tor Books in 
New York, it received the 1997 Crawford 
Fantasy Award, the 1998 Tiptree Memorial 
Award and the Aurora Award for Best 
Long-Form Work in English. She has 
penned several books of poetry. including 
Leaving Marks (River Books, 1992). 
Currently she is working on a book of non- 
fiction essays, Pornographic Culture: 
some thoughts aboui sex, gender, art, and 
the politics of repression. Her second 
novel, A Paradigm of Earth will be 
published by Tor in 2001. 

Dorsey is also the head of Tesseracts 
Books, Canada’s premier publisher of 
science fiction, and River Books, an 
Edmonton-based imprint of The Books 
Collective. 

“The Books Collective is about 
introducing new voices to new audiences” 
she says “There is a lot of new work that is 
not getting published elsewhere, but 
deserves to be heard.” To assist that 
unheard voice is the Collective’s mission. 
“Our desire is to see work reach readers.

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As a small, independent publisher, profit is 
irrelevant.” She resists the urge to see 
writers and publishers as separate entities. 
“We're all in the business of getting 
literature into the hands of readers. We just 
finish the loop.” 

To that end, Dorsey also teaches 
writing. “Things were given to me that I 
need to share,” she offers. She studied 
short fiction years ago under W. O. 
Mitchell, and poetry with Doug Barbour, 
both of whom had a strong impact on her 
own vision of writing. “W. O. used to say 
‘Don’t quit.’ There are many hugely 
talented writers, but it makes a difference if 
you actually write.” 

Dorsey’s advice to the ingenue? 
“Know your community; that’s what will 
give you the courage to keep going. 

“There are lots of new writers, but 
they’re not always making the connection 
with established writers.” Dorsey says 
“Young, queer writers, because they stay in 
the youth culture, may not get published. 
What they have to realize is that it’s up to 
them. There is a real discontinuity between 
generations, and knowledge is lost as a 
result. Young queers need to understand 
their history, because they’re standing on 


ground that was reclaimed, mouthful by 
mouthful, by their predecessors. 

“T identify as queer because it’s one word 
versus four words,” she explains, referring to the 
les-bi-gay-tran definitions. “We're now in the 
process of progressive differentiation, which I 
think is unhealthy. Queer is a political word. It 
says that I’m outside the fence of hetero- 
normativity, but unwilling to be relegated to a 
specific community. 

“Queer still has no definition, except to 
separate from the non-queer population.” she 
continues. “Queer is built on our exclusion from 
the mainstream. Our culture exists because of 
discrimination. In a world where no one cared 
who loved who, things would look much 
different.” 

A view of the future of queer culture from a 
writer who speculates about the future constantly: 
“When we create a queer culture that’s just as 
exclusive as straight culture, we haven’t leamed 
anything from the oppression that put us here in 
the first place. What we stand to lose is not our 
culture, but our freedoms.” 

Dorsey’s Vanilla and other stories is on 
bookstore shelves now.

After a bout with shingles, my doctor 
suggested I start taking AZT to help slow 
the progression of HIV. I agreed to try the 
medication, knowing that nasty side effects 
would be the result of treatment. My 
partner and I were on edge as I experienced 
nausea, dizzy spells, vomiting and mood 
swings that made PMS seem like a picnic. 
I chose to discontinue using the medication 
after almost losing my hand at work in a 
piece of heavy machinery during a dizzy 
spell. 

The impact on my physical health 
began to worry me and talking with my 
partner became more difficult. In despair 
and depression I turned to cocaine in an 
effort to ease all the anxiety and fear, and 
quickly found myself out of control. After 
a year of abuse I came to my senses and 
went to my doctor for a medical leave from 
work in order to get my act together. He 
warned me this was the only time he would 
help me with the cocaine addiction. I took 
his comments seriously and began my road 
to recovery. 

Unemployment, recovering from 
addiction and a failing relationship all 
began to wear on me and I again fell into 
depression. I began to feel sick all the time 
and was losing weight rapidly. After seeing 
the doctor for tests they discovered | was 
suffering from two AIDS defining illnesses 
and was at risk for pneumonia and other 
complications. | would begin taking many 
different medications, some as treatment 
for current infections, others as preventive

treatments for possible infections. 

With my condition worsening I began 
to face the fact that I had to tell my family 
what was going on. | could no longer lie 
and offer vague answers to their inquiries 
and concerns. For the first time since being 
told I was HIV+ I was truly scared when 
realizing my potential to be hospitalized 
and perhaps even die. 

I had started to rebuild a relationship 
with my father and his wife thanks to the 
efforts of my sister. I owe her a lot. I was 
not prepared to tell my parents at first. 
After many difficulties in the past I had to 
be sure that our relationship was built on 
love and not on pity. | had no room for pity. 

It was at Thanksgiving that my dad’s 
wife began putting some pieces together 
and finally asked. The moment she said it 
to me I could say “yes”. For the first time I 
could say “yes” to my family and it was 
liberating. After talking with them about 
my condition and answering as many of the 
questions they had for me I came home to 
tell my mother in person. 

Telling my family was difficult for all 


of us. My Grandmother’s optimism helped 
ease some of the tension and | have carried 
that with me ever since. My brother and his 
wife had asked if my niece was at risk of 
becoming infected because I kissed her a 
lot. My immediate response was internal 
anger at the ignorance in the question, but I 
soon realized that I was leaving without 
giving my family the resources to help 
them through this news. I made sure he 
knew that she was safe. 

In the spring of the following year, he 
and his family came out to visit, and it was 
at this time I began to realize the unspoken 
love between me and my brother. I also 
realized that my _ sister-in-law was 
comfortable with the situation. My niece 
and I had plenty of time together and it was 
wonderful to see her so unaffected by the 
sometimes somber mood that prevailed. 

My health continued to decline. With a 
relationship finished, health deteriorating 
and energy depleted I began the morbid 
task of making funeral arrangements. This 
was the one thing that I could definitely 
have control over before the end came. 

It was a couple of months later while 
on the couch feeling sorry for myself that a 
dear friend came to see me. I told him how 
horrible my life was and that I was tired of 
fighting. He said, “You’re not dead until 
you stop fighting—and you will not stop 
fighting.” That image in the living room is 
with me every day to remind me to keep 
going. 

My health really began to worsen with 
the weight loss; I now weighed 108 lbs. 
Pills were failing and infections were 
taking over. This would be the scariest part 
of this entire roller coaster ride. I could see 
concern in friends and families faces. I felt 
like I was going to die; almost began 
wishing for it. 

Researchers from the Southern Alberta 
Clinic (SAC) called me and asked if I 
would be interested in participating in a 
clinical trial of a new medication for HIV 
infection. With nothing to lose but my life 
I agreed to participate. I began the trial at

the start of September and by November of 
that year I had gained weight and energy. 
By December I was a new man and back to 
my old self. | went home for Christmas that 
year and the look on my mother’s face was 
priceless. She had actually walked past me 
in the airport without recognizing me. She 
began to cry after seeing me and having my 
health condition confirmed by her own 
eyes. 

I was well enough now to return to 
work and thought it was best to begin by 
volunteering. 

I moved in with friends of mine and 
have never regretted my decision. Both 
keep me centred and balanced when I get 
off track. I was also given the opportunity 
to have a dog in my new residence and he 
is the greatest comfort when times get 
tough. The volunteering led to three 
different contracts during that time. The 
interaction with people and the ability to 
actually work again has been exhilarating. 
I met great people, learned needed skills 
and rebuilt the confidence I had somehow 
lost during my health scare. Finally, I 
decided to return to my old trade and 
continue with my life. 

This last year has been both good and 
bad for me. I have met a partner who makes

On May 4th of this year, an e-mail 
was forwarded to my office in downtown 
Edmonton from a friend in Seattle. 
Titled simply, “This is a totally wicked 
e-mail”, I expected the worst—another 
lame joke or a flash cartoon of a gerbil 
exploding in a microwave. Worse still, it 
could have been yet another weblink to 
sell me something naughty or nice. 

As I scrolled through the e-mail, 
though, it became obvious that I was 
dealing with an entirely different side of 
this new world order of ours—something 
beyond the “new economy” of the Web 
that never quite seems to leave us alone. 
I kept scrolling past name after name of 
recipients who had, in turn, forwarded it 
to others, and began to realize what I 
was about to read must be something 
quite extraordinary. 

And it was. 

On April 25, 2000, Sharon 
Underwood, the mother of a gay son 
living in White River Junction, Vermont, 
wrote a letter-to-the-editor to her local 
small town newspaper, the Valley News. 
Vermont was in the process of enacting 
legislation giving legal status to same- 
sex unions, and Underwood (tired of the 
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decided to write back. What she wrote— 
and I say this as a former teacher of 
English—represents some of the most 
ruthlessly precise, beautifully expressed 
arguments against all the clichés used to 
vilify homosexuality I’ve ever read. It is 
a letter that lived up to my Seattle 
friend’s new title for it. It is a letter that 
may well have changed Sharon 
Underwood’s life for good. My

decision to phone her was one that 


hundreds of others have made. What’s 
even more extraordinary is that, despite 
the fact she wasn’t home when I called, 
she actually phoned me back. 

“When I wrote to the Valley News,” 
she said from her home in Vermont, 
“they said they had a five hundred word 
limit, but I begged them to give me more 
space. What they decided to do instead 


was to run it as an ‘op-ed’ piece, 
although that’s not the way it was 
written.” 

Underwood’s letter adds credence to 
the belief amongst writers that the most 
universal of stories find their roots in the 
most local situations and experiences. 
The letter itself moves quickly into the 
realm of personal pain and experience, 
but never do those emotions sacrifice the 
muscle of the arguments and logic. 
“Many letters have been sent to the 
Valley News concerning the homosexual 
menace in Vermont,” the letter opens, “I 
am the mother of a gay son and I’ve 
taken enough from you good people.” 

“Generally the local response was 
favourable, but the letter doesn’t really 
leave. a lot open to the typical 
opposition,” Underwood said when I 
asked about the local and international 
responses. “I thought I would get a 
couple of hate mails and that would be it, 
but when I got home the night after the 
letter appeared the message machine 
tape was full. It couldn’t take any more 
messages. Almost all of them were 
supportive. And it was like that for 
several days.”

I'm tired of your foolish rhetoric about the

children. You are cruel and you are ignorant. You have 
been robbing me of the joys of motherhood ever since my 
children were tiny. My firstborn son started suffering at the 
hands of the moral little thugs from your moral, upright 
families from the time he was in the first grade. He was 
physically and verbally abused from first grade straight 
through high school because he was perceived to be gay. 
He never professed to be gay or had any association with 
anything gay, but he had the misfortune not to walk or 
have gestures like the other boys. He was called "fag" 
incessantly, starting when he was 6. 

In high school, while your children were doing what 
kids that age should be doing, mine labored over a suicide 
note, drafting and redrafting it to be sure his family knew 
how much he loved them. My sobbing 17-year-old tore the 
heart out of me as he choked out that he just couldn't bear 
to continue living any longer, that he didn't want to be gay 
and that he couldn't face a life with no dignity. 

You have the audacity to talk about protecting 
families and children from the homosexual menace, while 
you yourselves tear apart families and drive children to 
despair. I don't know why my son is gay, but I do know 
that God didn't put him, and millions like him, on this 
Earth to give you someone to abuse. God gave you brains 
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so that you could think, and it's about time you started 
doing that. 

At the core of all your misguided beliefs is the belief 
that this could never happen to you, that there is some kind 
of subculture out there that people have chosen to join. 
The fact is that if it can happen to my family, it can happen 
to yours, and you won't get to choose. Whether it is genetic 
or whether something occurs during a critical time of fetal 
development, I don't know. I can only tell you with an 
absolute certainty that it is inborn. 

If you want to tout your own morality, you'd best 
come up with something more substantive than your 
heterosexuality. You did nothing to earn it; it was given to 
you. If you disagree, I would be interested in hearing your 
story, because my own heterosexuality was a blessing I 
received with no effort whatsoever on my part. It is so 
woven into the very soul of me that nothing could ever 
change it. For those of you who reduce sexual orientation 
to a simple choice, a character issue, a bad habit or 
something that can be changed by a 10-step program, I'm 
puzzled. Are you saying that your own sexual orientation 
is nothing more than something you have chosen, that you 
could change it at will? If that's not the case, then why 
would you suggest that someone else can? 

A popular theme in your letters is that our state has 
been infiltrated by outsiders. Both sides of my family have 
lived in Vermont for generations. I am heart and soul a 
Vermonter, so I'll thank you to stop saying that you are 
speaking for "true Vermonters." You invoke the memory 
of the brave people who have fought on the battlefield for 
this great country, saying that they didn't give their lives so 


that the "homosexual agenda" could tear down the 
principles they died defending. My 83-year-old father 
fought in some of the most horrific battles of World War 
II, was wounded and awarded the Purple Heart. He shakes 
his head in sadness at the life his grandson has had to live. 
He says he fought alongside homosexuals in those battles, 
that they did their part and bothered no one. One of his 
best friends in the service was gay, and he never knew it 
until the very end, and when he did find out, it mattered 
not at all. That wasn't the measure of the man. 

You religious folk just can't bear the thought that as 
my son emerges from the hell that was his childhood he 
might like to find a lifelong companion and have a 
measure of happiness. It offends your sensibilities that he 
should request the right to visit that companion in the 
hospital, to make medical decisions for him or to benefit 
from tax laws governing inheritance. How dare he ... these 
outrageous requests would threaten the very existence of 
your family, would undermine the sanctity of marriage. 

You use religion to abdicate your responsibility to be 
thinking human beings. There are. vast numbers of 
religious people who find your attitudes repugnant. God is 
not for the privileged majority, and God knows my son has 
committed no sin. 

The deep-thinking author of a letter to the Forum on 
April 12 who lectures about homosexual sin and tells us 
about "those of us who have been blessed with the benefits 
of a religious upbringing" asks, "Whatever happened to 
the idea of striving ... to be better human beings than we 
are?" 

Indeed, sir, whatever happened to that? 
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Then things began to bloom 

“At first, most of the responses were 
local,” she said, “but that gradually 
changed” 

As the letter began to be reprinted in 
larger East Coast papers—The Concord 
Monitor in New Hampshire being the 
largest—it was eventually posted on a 
website hosted by Democratic Party 
National Committee Chairman Andrew 
Tobias. It was at this point that the letter 
took off into cyberspace; even gay 
activist Larry Kramer forwarded it 
around the globe. Both Underwood and 
her son [an became the most talked 
about parent-child unit in queerdom. 

“I did e-mail the letter to Ian before 
I sent it in,” Underwood told me. “He 
read it and said to publish it. If there is 
one thing he could change about the 
letter, I think, it would be that it gives 
the implication that homosexuality is 
regrettable. He thinks it implies he’s 
some pathetic thing with a bad life, 
which just isn’t the case now.” 

Ian, now twenty-eight and attending 
college in Boston, had a few of his 
teenage secrets revealed in the letter 
(including the draughting of a suicide 
note at age seventeen). It’s these sort of 
experiences from his youth that imply 
regret, but Underwood is pleased, now, 
that she chose to include them in the 
letter. Many of the responses she’s 
received from other gay men and 
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mothers have recounted the same self- 
hatred and pain. That Ian is alive and 
happy in Boston is an indication of what 
can be overcome. 

“Since the letter appeared, I’ve 
received about 1400 e-mails, and over 
100 mail letters.” Underwood revealed. 
“Some were just addressed ‘Sharon 
Underwood, White River Junction 
Vermont’. The local post office, which 
isn’t the best about sending on mail 
that’s not properly postmarked, must 
have recognized there was something 
going on because they started to forward 
everything to me. I’ve also had about 
100 phone calls.” 

For the most part, the naysayers 
have avoided contacting Underwood. 
There have been a few nasty letters, and 
she had one twenty-two-page diatribe 
equating homosexuality with 
communism. Hardly likely, given their 
lack of fashion sense. 

Meanwhile, e-mail still arrives in 
the account, although it’s now down to 
about half-a-dozen notes a day. The 
Advocate, America’s national gay 
magazine, has followed up with an 
article as well, so the number of e-mails 
she gets may well pick up again. 

But more fundamental than fame, 
and a chance to sell a few papers, is that 
the precision of Underwood’s logic and 
arguments made its way to a wider 
audience, and bridged the gap between 
cultures, countries and _ sexualities. 
Some e-mail has even come to 
Underwood from Cuba, South Africa, 
the UK, Ireland, Canada, Australia and 
many other countries. There may yet be 
potential in this new world of 
information to be heard and emotionally 
connected to a wider sense of humanity. 

“I’ve had a lot of mother’s day 
cards,” Underwood said quietly before 
she rang-off, “that’s meant a lot.” 

Indeed. 
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The Silk Road by Jane Summer, 
published by Alyson Books 

I must admit that when Jane 
Summer’s first novel The Silk Road hit my 
desk for review, I was more than a little 
apprehensive. A lesbian novel? Me? 
Despite a recent summer overhaul that 
makes me look like that little dyke from 
“Peanuts” (Marcie, for the 
unenlightened—and, yes, it was 
intentional), I had some misgivings about 
reviewing the book. 

Then I read a comment from author 
William J. Mann, praising The Silk Road 
as “engaging, endearing, enchanting,” 
with the assurance that these qualities 
would come across “whether you’re gay, 
straight, male or female.”” Hmm—interest 
captured, time to crack the spine. 

By the third page of the book, not only 
was my interest captured, but tagged and 
turned loose to gallop through the 
remaining 287 that followed. In fact, 
throughout the chaos of Pride Week, The 
Silk Road never left my side; I read it at 
every opportunity. 

The novel is a coming-of-age tale set 
in the transitional era of the 1970s. It 
explores the relationship between high 
school student Paige Bergman and a 
mysterious woman enshrined in an elusive 
Buick Skylark. Far from a story of 
predatory adult desires, The Silk Road is a 
chronicle of Paige’s own blossoming 
sexuality (gay and otherwise) and her 
obsessive pursuit of the not-so-mysterious 
mystery woman. Oh, I should also 
mention that the manner in which all this is 
done is nothing short of brilliant. 

In less skillful hands, the tale The Silk 
Road tells would be at best clumsy and, at 
very worst, somewhat creepy. It is a 
testament to Summer’s ability as a 
writer—in a first novel no less—that the 
entire piece comes off with an erotic and 
engaging ease. 
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The author captures the sense of 
indescribable longing—and subsequent 
awakening—that we all know (or knew) in 
our early years, then caps the experience 
with instinctive silence. No one must 
know... perhaps not even me. It is this 
bang-on interpretation of adolescent 
sexual alienation that makes The Silk Road 
so appealing on so many levels. 

Summer also relates detail with 
absolute authority, making the period 
setting for the novel undeniably 
authentic—uncannily so. Even for those 
for whom the ‘70s hold little (if any) 
connection, the immersion is total. 
Objects, smells, textures, colours—all are 
vividly recounted as if drawn out by 
hypnotism. It is this absolute assurance on 
Summer’s part that helps the reader to ‘fill 
in the blanks’. 

Rather than lengthy descriptions of 
room decor, Summer chooses key objects, 
and lets the reader do the rest. For 
example, there is a bowl of apples. and 
oranges on the table and, given the 
characters and era established, we know 
that there has to be a doily underneath it 
and two mammoth wooden salad utensils, 
elaborately carved, hanging on the nearest 
wall. Or a velveteen club chair is 
indicated, allowing for the possibility that 
there may well be a hideous lamp of 
‘antique’ bronze and amber glass on the 
table next to it. 

Summer’s ability to lead the reader’s 
imagination in this way is __all- 
encompassing, from personalities and 
moods to flavours and sounds. The 
“Purple Haze” Barracuda that the object of 
Paige’s desire acquires later on in the 
novel becomes a character all its own 
through Summer’s skillful storytelling. 
She offers an experience that is intense 


without being alienating—she shares ° 


Paige’s experiences and makes everything 
processed by the character’s five senses 
communal. I wish that I had Summer’s 
skills as a writer at my command, in order

to truly relate how intense—and 
pleasurable—the experience of reading 
The Silk Road is. Perhaps the best | can do 
is double-dare any and all of you to take 
the plunge and experience it for 
yourselves. 


Vanilla and other stories by Candas 
Jane Dorsey, published by NeWest Press 

Unlike Jane Summer, Candas Jane 
Dorsey seeks the specific rather than the 
universal in her unique style of prose. 
Much in the way that a great chef can 
make the unpalatable delicious, Dorsey 
bridges the gap between rejection and 
reflection when it comes to difficult and 
emotional subject matter. 

Vanilla is a collection of short stories 
harvested from twenty-five year’s worth of 
the author’s work, a kaleidoscope of 
characters and experiences. From drag 
queens and incest victims to aging theatre 
instructors and grieving musicians, all are 
welcomed into Dorsey’s arms and 
introduced to the reader without judgment. 

After a few stories, it becomes clear 
that the sound of words is as important as 
their meaning in this writer’s work. 
Dorsey has a keen awareness of the 
rhythm of language, one that she very 
generously and effectively imparts in the 
reader. It is in the lyrical quality of 
Dorsey’s work that her expertise as an 
editor shows through: there are no 
unnecessary elements in these stories to 
confound and confuse the songs that they 
sing. 

In some of the more sombre tales, 
Dorsey uses creative expression as a kind 
of therapy for both herself and the reader, 
working through issues and incidents letter 
by letter, line by line. Her words are scabs 
on old wounds, a balm on new injuries. 
One thing is certain: a healing process has 
begun, on some level, just by the author’s 
thoughts reaching the page. 

Vanilla and other stories at once 
opens doors to new worlds and brings 
closure to the events depicted within. As a 
whole, the collection is powerful and 
fragile, raw and polished, and certainly 
worthy of closer investigation.

Chock-full of 
Lichtenstein’s trademark wit and wisdom, 
Herscopes is a goldmine when it comes to 
understanding your own _ sign—and 
cracking the codes of others. Topics 
covered include everything from character 
traits and career. patterns to 
communication style and health & fitness. 
At the close of each chapter, Lichtenstein 
offers celebrity examples for each day of a 
sign’s cycle. The book is also peppered 
with zodiac profiles of famous cultural 
figures past and present, offering 
wonderful “cop-outs” for those of us in the 
general population (“Okay, so I’m not a 
party animal—but neither was Alice B. 
Toklas!’’). For all those Sapphic sisters out 
there with a desire to “swing on the stars”, 
Herscopes is the book for you.

Not content to 
merely map out the stars for mere mortals 
(though the basics of horo-scoping are all 
here) author Matthew “Dr. Matt” Abergel 
jumps over the moon and serves up his 
zodiac dish with a big ol’ generous spoon. 

Gay Stars is both campy and cosmic, 
served with tongue planted firmly in cheek 
and spiced with glib quotes from the 
fabulous and famous. Topics of discussion 
include closet secrets, the real you, 
performance in the sack and vicious 
stereotypes, as well as “hero” and “diva” 
celebrity examples from each sign. 

The book is broken down into two 
sections for maximum communication— 
Cast of Characters (who we all are) and 
The Stars in Action (how we all behave)— 
making it that much easier to get to know 
oneself and do some effective “spying on 
the neighbours.” 

In the great Greek traditions of 
astrology and homosexuality (the book 
features a very informative introduction)

Yes, circuit boys can 
read. Need proof? At the 
extremely sharp-looking 
www.justcircuit.com, they must 
read about circuit parties, circuit music 
and circuit fashion in order to learn 
about them. It’s not just pretty pictures 
of big tits and boys with wings. The 
party reviews are supposedly “hard- 
hitting” but the first two I read (make 
that skimmed) were as follows. 

Gay Disney 2000 in Orlando, 
Florida: “There’s no better way to 
describe this year’s Gay Disney than 
F***ING FANTASTIC!” 

Cherry 5 in Washington, DC: 
“There’s no better way to describe this 
weekend than truly awe-inspiring.” 

Well guess what? There’s no better 
way to describe these reviews than 
“dreadful.” At Circuit Census 2000, you 
can vote on your favorite DJ, favorite 


_ Club, and favorite Circuit Party: It’s the 


reading, writing, and arithmetic of party- 
boy culture. In its favour, however— 
beyond the cool graphics and navigation 
system—the site did provide some 
sobering and much needed information 
on the drug scene. Never will you read 
the phrase, “fierce tribal beats,” with 
such shocking frequency. 

Perhaps you’re more inclined to 
mock the gay world than embrace it. If 
this sounds familiar, log on to 
www.bringdown.com, a site where 
circuit boys would most likely get their 
feelings hurt. That or furrow their 
manicured brows with incomprehension. 
Particularly vitriolic was the article, 


“Fags and their Dogs,” wherein the 
author goes postal on those homosexuals 
who dote on their canines with much the 
same nauseating intensity with which 
suburban mothers smother their soon-to- 
be psychotic children. The bit about the 
hateful queen and liquid dog poo 
couldn’t have been more accurate, but 
alas, I must report, I am turning into one 
of those fags so viciously skewered in 
the article.
